REVENUE ROLLING IN 

It is of course gratifying news to everyone 
that there may be no deficit at the Dominion 
treasury when the present fiscal year ends next 
March. That seems too good to be prospectively 
true, and the cheering had better be suspended 
until the year is up. A good many things may 
happen in the interval to spoil the picture—or to 
make the prediction a certainty. ; 

In his budget speech last February, Mr. Dun- 
ning estimated the deficit for the then current 
year at $87,000,000, and hazarded a hope that the 
shortage at the end of the estar year would be 
not more than $50,000,000, with a balanced budget 
n sight for 1938-39. That seemed sanguine, and 
placed the Minister in the van of the optimists. 

But the unexpectedly rapid growth of revenue 
is said to now give some prospect that this year 
may close with the income equal to the outgo, 
no addition to the national debt, and hope dawn- 
ing for some reduction in taxation. These calcu- 
lations’ include of course any deficit that may 
occur in the finances of the National Railways, 
which, like the C.P.R., will suffer from the small 
volume of grain to be hauled out. 

Mr. Dunning has something of the uncanny 
genius of Hon. James Robb and Hon. W. S. Field- 
ing for detecting ways to get money. It is signifi- 
cant that all of them increased revenue, not by 
hoisting taxation, but by lowering the barriers 
against trade and trusting to increased business 
to yield a larger income return. Specific taxes 


were of course increased by all of them as tem- 
porary measures; but it has been from lowered 
tariffs, increased trade, and broadened business 


vity the money has come to balance budgets 


and turn in surplusses to reduce the national 
debt 
That has been the invariable result when a 


policy of tariff-reduction has been put in force; 
as deficits have marked every era of tariff- 
boosting the country has endured.

With two years of office ahead, without the 
necessity of going to the country, Premier Mitch- 
ell Hepburn has announced that a general elec- 
tion will be held in Ontario this Fall. The date 
has been set for October 6 

Party names mean very little in Canada. The 
Toriest and most reactionary government I have 
seen in western Canada called itself Liberal. The 
Hepburn government is even harder to classify. 
Hepburn has done some courageous things. He 
fought the money lords and forced them to re- 
duce interest rates. He extended protection to 
hard-pressed funicipalities. He cancelled the 
Ontario Hydro-Electrie contracts which the out- 
going Henry government had saddled on the pub- 
lic of Ontario as a dying curse, or as a charge 
for moneyed political friends. He instituted suits 
against estates of rich men, that had been grant- 
ed exemption from succession duties by the Hen- 
ry government. and collected $28,000,000 that 
otherwise would have gone uncollected. He has 
issued claims against other rich estates and says 
he will recover altogether between $50,000,000 
and $70,000,000 in succession duties, all of which 
“wea estate in collusion with the Conserva- 
tive government have cheated the people.” 

He has reduced taxation, reduced interest 
rates, cut the public debt, paid relief costs out of 
revenue and shown a surplus of $9,300,000 within 
two years. Ordinarily a Premier who could show 
such a result would be vibeataile. 

Against this he has done some silly things, 
such as seeking to divide up corporation taxation 
for the maintenance of sectarian teaching. He 
pel rpetrated some down-right  il-Liberal 
like rushing into the Oshawa motor strike 
to try and keep Canadian workmen, whose gov- 
ernment gives the industry protection greater 
than its entire payroll, from receiving as high 
wages as the American mechanic doing similar 
work. He gave the impression that he was fight- 
ing at Oshawa the battle of the wealthy Ontari6 
mine-owners who hate the C.I.O. and fear to 
yield up any part of their rich dividends to in- 

crease miners’ wages. His efforts to keep inter- 
national labor organizers from entering Canada 
was unconstitutional as well as il-Liberal.

Rt. Hon. Reginald McKenna, chancellor of the 
exchequer under Mr. Asquith, and now chair- 
man of the Midland Bank, has landed in Quebec 
and allowed himself to be quoted on Social Credit 
in Alberta.

BUSINESS IN CANADA 

Mr. S. J. Hungerford, chairman and president 
of the Canadian National Railways, is home 
from a long inspection trip throughout the | 
Western Provinces with a report full of optimism. | 
“I came into contact,” he said, “with men engaged | 
in all lines of business and industry and found | 
conditions generally to be most encouraging. 
Business and industrial leaders all reported an 
increasing volume of trade and excellent pros- 
pects for the future. The lumber, 
mining industries are in the best shape I have 
ever found them.” 

Implementing Mr. Hungerford's findings are 
other items in the day's news. Canada’s mining 
industry is pea new records of production 
this year, led by gold, nickel, lead and copper. 
In the first five months of the year, for example, 
gold production showed a gain of almost 200,000 
ounces, and nickel of 22,000,000 pounds. 

For the first seven months of the year our 
export trade gained $113,000,000 to reach a total 
of $617,000,000. For July alone exports were 
just short of one hundred millions, with wheat 
down but with important increases in flour, 
cattle, cheese, meats, fish, newsprint, lumber, 
motor vehicles, farm implements and metals. 

More business is being done, more money is 
being paid out in wages, salaries and dividends, 
there are more jobs in Canada than a year ago. | 
The economic indices compare very favorably | 
with those of the best pre-depression years—in 
some instances show advances over '28 and ‘29.
